Greene, is the corner county 
of the state of Pennsylvania, Id 
the aoutUwebi, aud is generally 
very hilly, but densely inhabited 
by an honest, industrious and 
hospitable class of people. A few 
of our Brethren settled there 
some years ago. It was my 
privilege to visit them twenty- 
lire years ago, this winter, aud 
in company with brother Wil- 
li, iyj Buuklew (who is now 
among the Old Order brethren 
in Ohio,} labored with the'ireene 
county church a Few dny« j bap- 
tized twa, one of whom, I fun nil 
on my late visit, in the person ol 
sister Wise, who hud subsequent- 
ly become the lite partner of the 
present Elder Henry Wise. The 
other one went to the unseen 
world many years ago. 

At the request of the Brethren 
there, we visited I hem on the 
7th ot February, and labored 
with them until the 22nd. At 
iirst the weather was unfavor- 
able and the roads muddy, but 
the people areoot easily disuour 
aged. They came to meeting in 
large numbers — principally on 
toot — and on returning through 
the darkness their numerous Ian 
terns presented the appearance 
of a huge torchlight procession. 
On Saturday, the 14th, we had a 
council meeting. This was ap- 
pointed for the purpose of pnl 
ting the church in working or 
der. The official force conBint- 
in it of ministers . I nines A. Mur- 
ray aud Henry Wise. The dea- 
cons up to the time of this coun- 
cil were George Murray, William 
Weimer aud Cyrus Murray ; at 
this council John Whipky was 
added to their u umber. Jacob 
A. Murray was elected to the 
ministry, lie is a young man ot 
promise, having a fair education, 
is a school teacher of some note, 
a good singer, and we hope will 
be a successful minister. By 
the unanimous vote of I he church 
brother Wise was ordained an 
elder of the church. Tbeee 
brethren were duly installed by 
prayer and laying on of hand*, 

The following resolution was 
unanimously passed : 

"That we, the Fairview church 
in Greene county, Pennsylvania, 
are, and wish to be regarded, as 
a 'Brunch ■ of the Brethren 
Church' as reorganized in Con- 
vention at Dayton, Ohio, in 
June, 1688." 

Their number is up to this 
time about eighty, to which 
seven were added by baptism on 
the 18th, and there are severs! 
applicants who, on account ot 
sickness and other causes, could 
not be baptized, but will be 
in the near future. Thus we can 
herald to our beloved brother- 
hood the glad news that a well 
organized church, wielding a 
strong influence, in numbers 
nearly one hundred strong, ex- 
ists in Oreene county, Pa. They 
also have a comfortable house lo 
worship in, their right to which 
cannot be interfered with. 

Our meetings upon the whole 
were well attended, and we had 
the beat of attention. On Mon- 
day morning, 23rd, I left them, 
and I feel thankful to God and 
the people of Greene county, for 
a good meeting, and to the 
brethren for their kindness and 
liberality.
